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Sane Thought on Naval Disarmament 


In view of the important discussions relative to disarmament to take place 
at Geneva in May in which the United States will participate, the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL has arranged with one of the high authorities in the United 
States Navy, to prepare a series of articles on this vital subject. The officer in 
question has given a great deal of time and thought to the world aspects of the 
questions involved, and his studies therefore should command great attention. 

The first of these articles is published below. The succeeding ones will fol-

The Reasons for the World’s Naval Armaments 


At the outset we will clear our minds if we examine the situation in the 
world that gives rise to armaments. Why are there armaments? 

Man is a predatory animal. When a people has created a government for 
itself, the predatory instincts of its individuals are held in check by its laws. 
The Sherman Anti-Trust Law illustrates this. But in a nation’s international 
relation toward other nations, these individual predatory instincts collectively 
become the predatory instinct of the nation. On the part of the United States 
this is illustrated by the American-Mexican War and by the Spanish-American 
War. On the part of England, by her present attitude toward Egypt and toward 
Mosul. On the part of France by her present operations in Morocco and in 
Syria. On the part of Japan, by her historical aggressions in Korea and in 
China. And so on. 

The world is made up of two classes of nations. One class is highly de- 
veloped and has a genius for further development. This class finds its native 
soil thickly over-populated. At the other extreme we find backward peoples in 
whom the predatory instinct is not yet brought under control even among them- 
selves, occupying vast thinly populated areas capable of yielding untold wealth 
when developed. Because of the impossibility of assimilating the highly de- 
veloped peoples with the backward and under-developed peoples, there is no 
possible way of placing a check on the predatory instinct which has been, from 
time immemorial, manifested as a national phenomenon, a natural characteris- 
tic of the more highly advanced peoples. The genius of these highly advanced 
peoples of the world is constantly aiming to create higher standards of living 
among themselves. Being over populated, they must needs industrialize them- 
selves; they seek to migrate into less thickly populated areas. Giving free rein 
to the predatory instinct they take possession of the countries of the backward 
peoples to gain monopolistic access to raw materials and to exploit these back- 
ward populations as markets for their manufactured products. The revenues 
from these acquisitions and from the steamship lines necessary to keep the 
home country in communication with the sources of raw material and with 
foreign markets constantly increase wealth. These sources of increasing wealth 
become coveted by other highly developed people. To protect this growing wealth 
or, on the other hand, to make preparations to capture the wealth of some other 
people, armaments are created and maintained. The Englishman, Monk, both 
general and admiral in the 17th century, speaking of the causes which led to the 
British-Netherlands war of 1665-67, said that “it mattered not what reasons were 
advanced, the quintessence was that Holland possessed a great portion of the 
world trade, a portion which England wished to acquire.” In similar strain 
spoke the nineteenth century Cecil Rhodes: “After I had read the history of 
other countries, I comprehended that expansion is everything, and as the 
superfices of the world is limited, our (English) chief aim must be to take 
as much thereof as we can.” During the War of the French Revolution, at a 
time when John Adams, then our minister to England, reported alarm in the 
British Government at the growing rivalry of American shipping, a British 
Order in Council was promulgated designed to cripple the expansion of Ameri- 
can shipping, by requiring American neutral commerce destined for the con- 
tinent first to put into English ports. “This,” says an English historian, “was 





Army Enlisted Men As College Students 


F Ngied—nrce-gpmrminencen 100 enlisted men, or one-half of one percent of the total 
enlisted personnel of the Regular Army, will be educated each year at the 
expense of the Government in the country’s finest colleges, hospitals and in- 
dustrial plants, if a bill introduced in the House last week at the request of 
the Secretary of War meets with favor in Congress. In turn, the enlisted men 
so educated will be required to spend nine months at some Army station where 
they will be given intensive training in the Army’s procurement problem, and 
then receive commissions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 


The purpose of the bill is to provide a well-trained officer reserve which 
would be depended upon to man industrial plants in time of war, and turn out 
supplies for the Army. It is a part of the Army’s industrial mobilization 
scheme. 


War Department officials are confident that the bill will be passed in the 
present session of Congress, as the support of leaders in both houses has been 
secured. It is pointed out that the proposed legislation would entail no addi- 
tional expense to the Government, the plan being to meet the expenses of the 
men so detailed by funds contained in the Army appropriation acts. 


The bill also provides that 2 percent of the commissioned officers of the Army 
shall receive similar instruction. Approximately that number of officers already 
is being detailed to colleges, hospitals and industrial plants, and so no increase 
in the number of officer-students is contemplated by the War Department. 


To qualify for such courses the enlisted man must have completed his junior 
year in collece, or its equivalent. Examinations will be open to enlisted men 
who are not able to furnish certificates of a three-year college course. It was 
said at the War Department that the enlisted man who wants to take the 
courses provided in the bill may get himself detailed to some Army school 
where he can study to fit himself for the examinations. Every effort will be 
made to pick the 100 men each year from the ranks of the Army, but if that 
number of qualified men cannot be found in the service, it is the proposal of 
the War Department to enlist young men who have completed a three-year 
college course. 


Through the proposed legislation the War Department hopes to fit enlisted 
men to assume many of the duties now performed by commissioned officers, 
so that more of the latter will be available for their regular duties. 


Another advantage seen to the enlisted man in the proposed legislation is 
that such courses will fit him well to stand the examinations for a commission 
in the Regular Army. 


Regimental and company commanders will be asked by the War Depart- 
ment to send in the names of the men in their units they deem best qualified 
to take the courses of instruction. 


TEXT OF THE BILL 


The text of this important bill is as follows: , 

“The Secretary of War is hereby authorized, in his discretion, to detail not to exceed 2 
percent of the commissioned officers and one-half of 1 percent of the enlisted men of the 
Regular Army in any fiscal year as students at such technical, professional, and other educa- 
tional institutions, or as students, observers, or investigators at such industrial plants, hospitals, 
and other places, as shall be best suited to enable such officers or enlisted men to acquire a 
knowledge of or experience in the specialties in which it is deemed necessary that such officers 
or enlisted men shall perfect themselves. The number of officers so detailed shall, as far as 
practicable, be distributed proportionately among the various branches; Provided, That no 
expense shall be incurred by the United States in addition to pay and allowances of the officers 
or enlisted men so detailed, except for the cost of tuition at such technical, professional, and 
other educational institutions; And provided further, That the allowances and tuition for enlisted 
men during the period of such detail may be paid from any funds appropriated for or allotted 
to the procurement branches; And provided further, That the Secretary of War may fix 
length of enlistment for three years or less, and the total length of detail of an enlisted man 
shall not exceed 50 percent of his enlistment period.”

‘THE League of Nation’s invitation to Washington, asking that the United 
States send a delegate to Geneva Sept. 1 to discuss the American reserva- 
tions to the World Court resolution and to frame any new agreements which 
may be found necessary to meet the special conditions imposed by the American 
Senate, is having important reaction throughout the country. 

President Coolidge’s refusal of the invitation, coupled with the White House 
spokesman’s observation that “the League of Nations has nothing to do with 
the World Court and can not have anything to do with it if it wants to,” is 
the subject of varied comment in the press. The majority of the Nation’s 
editors stand firmly behind the administration in its “take us or leave us 
attitude, declaring that the reservations interpret themselves, and that there 
is nothing to negotiate. Other editors, however, take the view that the pro- 
posed conference would have expedited our entry into the court, and that the 
refusal to send a delegate was a diplomatic blunder. Most interesting of all, 
is the view of some of the editors who support Mr. Coolidge that the invitation 
was an effort to draw us into the League. 

The Boston Evening Transcript (Republican), under the heading “Take 
Us or Leave Us,” says: 

“The action of the Senate is definite, conclusive, and can not be altered by 
any representative of the State Department in conference at Geneva or any- 
where else. All the signatory powers have been notified of the conditions. 
If they do not want us on those terms, of course they need not have us. The 
terms themselves are not subject to further discussion. We are there for the 
signatory powers to take or leave, as they choose. 

“Distinctly unfavorable to our adhesion to the protocol is such a proceeding 
as that which has been undertaken by the Secretary 
of the League of Nations under an order of the 
Council of the League. It is unfavorable for the 
reason that our adhesion to the protocol was plainly 
announced to the powers as in no sense to be taken 
as a part of a procedure under the League. We 
did not touch the League, except in the matter of 
acceptance of the existing means for continuing the 
judges for the court. We conceded as much as 
that—which was not very much. But now the 
Council and the Secretariat of the League take a 
step which involves further negotiations with the 
League, and which would draw us into participation 
in proceedings of the League. This is certainly 
more than we bargained for. 

“In plain English, if the European powers want 
us in the World Court, they would do well to accept 
us on our own terms, with no attempt to involve 
us in negotiations which are purely those of the 
League of Nations.” 

The Chicago Tribune (Republican) takes the 
same attitude, obsefving: 

“It would be a mistake to concede that the United 
States has anything to discuss with the Council of 
the League in the matter of its joining the court. 

“It was not contemplated that the United States 
would discuss the matter with the Council of the 
League of Nations and give official interpretations 
which might amplify the decision of the Senate. It 
is fairly certain that if the administration were 
inclined to respond and send a delegation to Geneva, 
which evidently it is not, such action would be ques- 
tioned in the Senate. The nations which compose 
the court are competent to come to their own under- 
standing of the conditions, and to accept them or 
reject them. It was the plan that they should.” 

The Washington Post (Republican) observes: “The League of Nations is 
finding itself in an embarrassing position with the United States on the question 
of the World Court. The League must keep up its pretense that the court 
is not an adjunct of the League; and yet the conditions of American adherence 
to the protocol are unacceptable because they require radical reconstruction of 
the League’s plan for manipulating world politics. As matters stand, the 
League Council must abandon its control of the court or induce the United 
States to amend its reservations. 


“The plan to draw the United States into the League through the World 
Court is not so easy of execution as its sponsors in Washington and Europe 
fondly presumed.” 

On the other side of the fence, the New York World (Democratic) ridicules 
the administration for its refusal to send delegates to Geneva. 


“For the refusal of the administration to send a delegate to the Geneva 
Conference of 48 members of the World Court to explain our reservations, no 
reason can be assigned which is not absurd. The conference was called to 
facilitate our entrance into the World Court. If the 48 nations could have been 
conveniently gotten together in any other way, that alternative would have 
been chosen, but there was none. Because the administration knows this, it is 
unreasonable for the White House to state that there seems ‘to be too much 
activity on the part of the League.’ 

“Nor is it reasonable for us to say that the reservations need no explaining. 
We are so insistent that the simplest proposition laid before us by Europe must 
be explained from A to Z, with charts and diagrams, and must be approached 
with infinite precautions, shudder, and suspicions, that it shows poor grace 
for us to say that we will ourselves explain nothing. 
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“If the decision of the administration is final, it should feel the propriety 
of doing everything possible in separate communications with the 48 member 
nations to make our position clear. A number of nations question one or more 
of our reservations and wish our restriction upon the delivery of advisory 
opinions in especial to be elucidated. There is no discourtesy in this. These 
nations took the protocol as it is and made the court a success. The State 
Department can not afford to let a misunderstanding delay our entry.” 


The Evening Star, Washington (Independent), reckons that there must be 
some “secret” reason behind Mr. Coolidge’s and Mr. Kellogg’s decision not to 
send a delegation, and states: 


“This lack of other apparent reasons has led to the conclusion, which must 
be embarrassing to the administration, that its decision not to participate in 
the conference is based on the fact that the invitation was issued by the League 
of Nations. To hold such a view is to accuse the American Government of 
inconsistency. The United States has participated in other conferences called 
under the League auspices, and right now is on record as being willing to send 
delegates to a League called conference on the limitation of armaments. 


“* * * A round-table conference of the nation members of the Court 
would seem to be not only the simpler and more effective way of resolving 
difficulties which may arise, but it would be in accord with the traditional 
American doctrine that friendly conference face to face is the best way of 
reaching and maintaining international accord. And an understanding which 
possibly could be accomplished in a few weeks at Geneva might require months 
and even years to achieve by separate negotiations.” 


The New York Times (Democratic) sees no reason why America should 
not participate in the conference. It says editorially: 
“When the nations that are members of the 
World Court decided to discuss our reservations at 
Geneva next September, American subject to the 
anti-League complex went off into brainstorms. They 
cited it as proof positive of what they had so often 
said, that the Court was ‘The League’s Court.’ 


“Possibly the administration wishes to avoid the 
association with Geneva which so many profess to 
regard as compromising. But that is a minor con- 
sideration. Mr. Edwin L. James is more picturesque 
than matter of fact when he says that if the meet- 
ing had been called on the top of Mont Blanc, we 
should have rushed out to buy alpenstocks.” 


Senator Reed, of Missouri, who is the leading 
Democratic “Isolationist,” puts our situation in this 
way: “We are asked to sit down outside the League 
and confer with the gentlemen inside of the League 
with reference to whether we will accept the juris- 
diction of the court created, set, managed and con- 
trolled by the gentlemen inside of the League.” It 
is a dilemma which does not appeal to a number of 
papers. Frederic William Wile, in the Philadelphia 
Record (Democratic), argues as follows: 


“The League of Nations’ Council at Geneva was 
fixing May 17, as originally proposed for the pre- 
liminary arms conference. At virtually the same 
hour, the League of Nations’ Council was issuing its 
invitation to the United States to participate in a 
discussion with regard to the Senate’s World Court 
reservations. In other words, instead of showing 
the hopeless ‘impotency’ and abject ‘insincerity’ with 
which the League was charged in the Washington 
‘inspired’ statements of a few hours previous, the 
sana was taking formal action along scheduled 
ines.” 

Quite a few papers take the point of view of Mr. Wile. The Springfield 
Republican (Republican), asks “what agency was to take the initiative in sum- 
moning the conference, if not the League Council?” The Pittsburgh Gazette 
Times (Independent), regards the invitation as “reasonable.” The New Haven 
Register (Independent), holds it would be “just a common-sense conference 
called chiefly for our benefit.” The Milwaukee Journal (Independent), looms 
upon the proposal as “friendly.” 
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ESTORING U.S.S. CONSTITUTION.—The Board of Education of the Dis- 

trict of Columbia has rendered a service to the Navy and the country by 
authorizing in the public schools patriotic exercises in commemoration of and 
an opportunity for contributions to restore “Old Ironsides.” In taking this 
action the board was compelled to set aside a proper rule forbidding a request 
for contributions from the children under its jurisdiction. The board based its 
decision upon petitions presented by Secretary of the Navy Wilbur, Rear Adm. 
Albert Gleaves, U.S.N., ret., Rear Adm. Sidney A. Staunton, U.S.N., ret., the 
Board of Trade of the District of Columbia, the Board of Religious Education 
of the Washington Diocese of the Episcopal Church, the Home and School 
Association, Mrs. William T. Sampson, widow of Rear Admiral Sampson, and 
numerous banks, institutions, and residents of the District. It was 4 
pleasure for the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL to support this movement, the head 
of which is Rear Adm. Philip Andrews, U.S.N., commandant of the Boston 
Navy Yard. The action of the District Board of Education is regarded as 
setting a precedent which will have influence in bringing about approval of 
like procedure in other cities. 
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New G.O.6, Limits Militia Bureau Power 





NEW General Order No. 6, designed to settle the long-standing dispute 
A between the Militia Bureau and the War Department over control of the 
National Guard, was issued by the War Department on Apr. 9. 

The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, in its issue of Mar. 27, stated on good au- 
thority that the order as revised would not satisfy the National Guard. Pro- 
ponents of more authority for the Militia Bureau are believed to have been 
awaiting the formal issuance of the order before beginning their fight anew. 
The scene of the struggle, in all probability, will shift to Congress where the 
Speaks bill, which would give the Chief of the Militia Bureau absolute authority 
over personnel and finance, is pending. Representative Speaks already has 
received a score of telegrams from The Adjutants General in the various states, 
stating that they were not satisfied with the new general order, and requesting 
that he push his bill. 

The new general order is as follows: 

G.O. 6, Mar. 10, 1926, War Department 


General functions of the Chief of the Militia Bureau and of corps area or department com- 
manders relative to the National Guard, and the applicability of National Guard Regulations 
thereto.—Section II, General Orders, No. 6, War Department, 1922 (Functions and duties of 
the Chief of the Militia Bureau and of department and corps area commanders relative to the 
National Guard), is rescinded and the following substituted therefor: 

1. The Chief of the Militia Bureau.—The Chief of the Militia Bureau is the head of that 
bureau of the War Department which is charged with the administration of approved War 
Department policies for the National Guard not in the service of the United States, and with 
general administrative control of all War Department activities incident to the relationship 
established by law and custom between such National Guard and the Federal Government, 
except when the Secretary of War definitely assigns such activities elsewhere. His bureau is 
the office of record of all War Department records of the militia not in the service of the 
United States. In the administration of the functions of that bureau, he will be guided by the 
law, by War Department policies, by National Guard Regulations, by Army Regulations applicable, 
and by instructions of the Secretary of War. His primary aim will be the development of the 
National Guard to a state of high efficiency, ready for immediate induction into the Army of the 
United States upon the occurrence of an emergency requiring it. He is responsible for the 
proper organization of his bureau; for the efficient administration of its duties outlined above 
and given in detail in the National Guard Regulations; for the initiation of such proposals 
for changes in existing policies, regulations, or law as appear desirable to him; and, finally, 
for the maintenance of mutual understanding and cordial relations between the War Depart- 
ment and the National Guard. 

2. Corps area or department commanders.—Corps area or department commanders have an 
important function in the development of the National Guard. While they do not exercise 
command, they should at all times cooperate with state authorities to the end that uniformity 
in organization and training may be insured, and that the National Guard troops within the 
bounds of their respective corps areas or departments may be maintained in a state of pre- 
paredness for induction into the service of the United States. In the exercise of their functions 
pertaining to the National Guard, corps area or department commanders will be guided by 
the law, by War Department policies, by National Guard Regulations, by Army Regulations 
where appplicable, and by instructions of the Secretary of War, communicated to them from 
time to time through the Chief of the Militia Bureau. They command the Regular Army per- 
sonnel assigned to duty with the National Guard in their respective corps areas or departments. 

3. National Guard Regulations.—National Guard Regulations govern the National Guard and 
National Guard Reserve not in the service of the United States, and prescribe the detailed 
functions and duties of the Militia Bureau and of the corps area or department commanders 
in their relationship with such National Guard. These regulations are subject to revision from 
time to time in accordance with the recommendations of the Chief of the Militia Bureau, 
approved by the Secretary of War.

devised to carry out Pitt’s policy of making England the storehouse and toll- 
gate of the world’s commerce.” Its result was to transfer the profits hitherto 
made by warehousing and stevedoring in American ports to those industries in 
British ports, and to levy, in English ports, not only the export tax forbidden 
by our Constitution from being levied in American ports, but also additional 
expenses and port charges on American ships and cargoes, with a view to killing 
American shipping by making the overhead unbearable. This same principle 
was put in operation by the British in the war of 1914, and is known among 
American naval officers as “the Kirkwall practice.” In addition, the British 
blockade orders of 1914-16 were so applied as to prevent the Americans from 
trading with Scandinavia while facilitating the competitive trade of British 
merchants with Scandinavia. . 

All the great powers will tell you that their armaments are maintained 
for defense only. This is true only in the sense that their armaments are 
destined to protect the wealth of the home country created by the domestic 
commerce of the people. That part of the wealth which accrues from a preda- 
tory career in seizing and occupying the countries of backward peoples, calls 
for armaments to defend one’s seizure, either from recapture by the people 
originally despoiled or from capture by an envious and powerful neighbor. 
So we have (1) military armaments to defend the wealth of the home country 
from the predatory instincts of the other powers in the world, and we have 
(2) naval armaments with a double mission, on the one hand, to dictate the 
laws of the sea both for peace and for war whereby is gained control of the 
riches of trade, and on the other hand, to facilitate aggression and the capture 
of new sources of raw material, and then to give security to these seizures 
after they are consummated and to the resulting markets and lines of com- 
munication. 
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FFICERS’ UNIFORM SHOP BILL.—Hearings were conducted by the Naval 

Committee of the House Apr. 5 and 6 on H. R. 3936, to abolish the Officers’ 
Uniform Shop, Navy Supply Depot, Brooklyn, N. Y., and repeal the authoriza- 
tion for the procurement of uniforms, etc., for sale to officers of the Marine 
Corps, This is a bill introduced by Hon. Fred N. Purnell, of Indiana, and is 
designed to carry out the policy of the present administration in taking the 
Government out of business. Some years ago the War and Navy Departments 
secured legislation permitting them to sell supplies at cost to officers and 
enlisted men who were located at stations where it was difficult to purchase 
the supplies they needed. From this practice gradually developed the com- 
missary store of the Army and the Officers’ Uniform Shop in Brooklyn, which 
the merchant tailors, particularly those engaged in making uniforms, allege 
is an unwaranted governmental activity. Due to action in Congress, the Army 
commissary stores have practically gone out of business. The advocates of 
H. R. 3936 claim the same attitude should be adopted with reference to the 


uniform shops of the Navy. 

Among those appearing before the Navy Committee urging the legislation were: Charles F. 
Wetzel, president of the National Association of Merchant Tailors of America; Nathan M. Wil- 
liams, counsel National Association of Manufacturers of America; T. F. B. MacNamara, repre- 
senting the National Association of Retail Clothiers of America; Congressmen Purnell, of 
Indiana, and Linthicum, of Maryland, and several others. The Navy Department was repre- 
sented by Paymaster General Charles Morris and Lt. Comdr. W. S. Zane, of the Supply Corps. 





Report on Army Appropriation Bill 


ONGRESS and the War Department have agreed to hold the national 

matches at Camp Perry, Ohio, every two years instead of annually as 
has heretofore been the custom because no funds were made available for the 
matches this fall. Plans are going forward in the War Department for a 
bigger match if possible in the fall of 1927. 

The House passed the amendment offered by the Senate, reappropriating 
from unexpended funds $600,000 for the purchase of horses by the Army. It 
has not yet been determined how many horses this amount will buy, but a 
provision was made that 1,000 of the horses shall go to the National Guard. 

An amendment recently adopted by the House provides that enlisted men, 
including members of the Army Band, entitled to receive allowances for 
quarters and subsistence shall continue, while their permanent stations remain 
unchanged, to receive such allowances while sick in hospital or absent from 
their permanent-duty stations in a pay status. 

Heretofore, enlisted men absent from their stations have not received rental 
allowances to which, under the law, they are entitled if at their regular sta- 
tions. This condition has been the cause of much complaint. 

The House also passed an amendment providing $30,000 for transportation 
of troops to the celebration of the 50th anniversary of “Custer’s Last Stand,” 
the battle of the Little Big Horn. The War Department has not yet decided 
what troops will participate in the celebration. 





IR BRIGADE MANEUVERS.—Extensive Army Air Service maneuvers will 
. take place about April 20 when an air brigade will be formed. The units 
taking part in the maneuvers will be the First Pursuit Group, Selfridge Field, 
Mich.; the Second Bombardment Group, Langley Field, Va.; the Third Attack 
Group, Kelly Field, Tex. These three organizations will form an air brigade. 
The brigade will concentrate on or about May 3 at Wilbur Wright Field, near 
Dayton, Ohio. The force will include practically all the available officers and 
airplanes of these groups of the Army Air Service that are not indispensably 
engaged in training or other duties, and will consist of approximately 35 officers, 
70 enlisted men, and 44 airplanes. Tactical maneuvers in machine-gun work, 
bombing, and simulated attack will be conducted as far as the facilities permit. 
ONGRESSIONAL INQUIRY ON VIRGIN ISLANDS.—The Senate Commit- 
tee on Territories, which has received numerous complaints on conditions 
in the Virgin Islands, has postponed consideration of legislation relating thereto. 
It has recommended the creation of a congressional committee to visit the 
Islands during the summer recess and make a thorough investigation of charges 
of unsatisfactory administration, economic poverty, etc. Senator Bingham, of 
Conn., and Senator Bratton, of New Mexico, will represent the Senate, 
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USSIA DECLINES DISARMAMENT INVITATION.—Russia having re- 

fused to attend the proposed Geneva Disarmament Conference, it is pre- 
dicted that no real results will be attained, and that after a few days parley 
postponement until a later date will be agreed upon. The semi-official Temps, 
of Paris, declares the abstention of Russia removes all value from decisions 
in principle which might be taken. The Temps adds that Russia has 1,000,000 
men under arms. 

YRD ARCTIC EXPEDITION SAILS.—En route to Norway, the first lap 

on their Arctic discovery expedition, Lt. Comdr. Richard E. Byrd, U.S.N., 
and other members of the Naval Service, received wireless greetings from the 
Secretary of the Navy and Rear Admiral Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. The Italian ship Norge, carrying Italian aviators, and likewise 
bent on discovery in the frozen north, also has sailed from Italy. It looks as 
though there would be an international race which will hold the attention of 
the world. In the meantime, Capt. George H. Wilkins and Lt. Carl B. Eielson, 
representing the American Geographic Society and the Detroit Aviation Society 
set the new “furthest north” beyond Alaska, attaining 73 degrees 30 seconds. 








AVY AIR BILL DEBATE IN PROGRESS.—The House was considering the 
Navy Air Bill to provide a five-year expansion program for Navy aviation 

at the time the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL went to press. The bill authorizes an 
expenditure of $85,000,000 over a period of five years. The debate on the 
bill began April 8. 
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Secretary of War and General Drum Favor Strong Council of National Defense 


DAVIS AND WILBUR TESTIFY 


The Secretary of War appeared be- 
fore the Military Affairs Committee of 
the House of Representatives on Apr. 
6 and testified concerning the establish- 
ment of a Council of National Defense. 
The Secretary of the Navy made a 
statement on Apr. 7, and Brig. Gen. 
Hugh A. Drum on Apr. 8. Asst. Sec. 
of War MacNider will present his 
views on Tuesday, Apr. 13. 

The committee has before it for its 
consideration three bills, one intro- 
duced by Congressman McSwain, of 
South Carolina, a member of the com- 
‘mittee (H. R. 10248) which is based 
very largely on the original conception 
of a Council of National Defense advo- 
cated by Richmond P. Hobson when he 
was a member of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in 1911 and 1912; another is 
the result of a study made by the G-3 
Division of the General Staff at the 
request of Mr. Morin (H. R. 10985), 
and the third is the draft which includes 
the ideas expressed by the Secretary of 
War recently to the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs during an executive ses- 
sion (H. R. 10982). 


The Secretary of War called attention to the 
fact that while there has been in existence a 
Council of National Defense since 1916, it has 
never really been tried out thoroughly in this 
country, and he felt it to the part of wis- 
dom to approach the subject now along very 
broad general lines, and consider it more or 
less in the nature of an experiment, drawing 
on the experience of other nations only to such 
extent as might be wise in working out our 
problem along the lines of a purely American 
policy. He emphasized the point that after 
all, the responsible official for national defense 
is the President of the United States as the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy, and 
this official should not have any final responsi- 
bility taken from him even if such could be 
done. The Secretary's views seemed therefore 
to be that a council, if one were established, 
should be organized along such lines and given 
such functions as to insure the President re- 
ceiving sound advice and counsel in order that 
he might come to correct and logical decision 
rather than to give such council the power to 
make decisions itself. 

He pointed out that such a council might 
accomplish two primary purposes-——first, insure 
the drawing up of plans in time of peace to go 
into effect in time of war, and secondly, to 
insure that the plans of the various departments 
of the Government as finally approved by the 
President might be thoroughly coordinated, and 
designed to accomplish a common purpose. The 
fact that war is no longer the sole concern of 
the Army and Navy, but is a matter which 
effects all the agencies of government and the 
lives of all the people, was stressed by the 
Secretary of War as one of the important 
lessons of the World War, and he felt that in 
the consideration of the matter of creating a 
Council of National Defense, this great out- 
standing lesson of the World War should be 
taken into full account. In other words, it is 
not only necessary in time of peace to prepare 
plans for the use of the Army and Navy in 
what might be termed purely military opera- 
tions, but it is also necessary to so organize 
the financial, industrial and business resources 
of the country as to insure not only maintain- 
ing the armed forces in the field, but the con- 
tinued existence of the civilian population. 

The Secretary of War called attention to the 
fact that the Departments of State, Treasury, 
Commerce, Labor and all the other executive 
departments played their parts in the national 
defense, and if we are to have a really complete 
policy of national defense, we must have definite 
plans covering the activities of all these de- 
partments, and that, as he said, seems to be 
where a Council of National Defense would 
have great value in the bringing of these other 
departments of the Government in and having 
them study in time of peace, just as the Army 
and Navy must necessarily study in time of 
peace, the plans which must be put into opera- 
tion in time of war. He pointed out how this 
would effect a great saving of time, which is 
one of the most vital elements to be considered 
in modern warfare. 

The plan of the Secretary of War as con- 
tained in the bill (H. R. 10982) provides that 
the Council of National Defense shall consist 
of the Secretary of War, the Secretary of the 
Navy, and such other cabinet officers as the 
President may from time to time designate, and 
in the discussion of this composition the Secre- 
tary of War brought out the fact that while 
the Secretary of War and the Secretary of 
the Navy are interested and concerned in all 
the problems of national defense, the other cabi- 
net officers are concerned only in those phases 
which affect their particular departments, and 
that therefore it would seem wise to have other 
cabinet officers act as members of the Council 
of National Defense only for the consideration 
of those phases of the general problem which 
“ee them. : : 

e organization would further include an 
Executive Board consisting of the Assistant 
Secretary of War, the Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy, the Assistant Secretary of Commerce, 
the Chief of Staff of the Army and the Chief 
of Naval Operations, the idea being to have 
the technical experts, the Chief of Staff and the 
Chief of Naval Operations, on that board, but to 
have a majority of the board civilians. He 





Text of Latest Morin Bill 





We give below the text of H. R. 10985, introduced Apr. 5, 1926, by Mr. Morin, 
to provide for a Council of National Defense and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That a council is hereby created and established to be known as the 
Council of National Defense, hereinafter referred to as the council, which shall be composed 
of the Secretary of State, the Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary 
of the Navy, the Secretary of Commerce, the Chief of Staff of the Army, and the Chief of 
Naval Operations. The council shall have an official seal, which shall be judicially noticed. 

Sec. 2. That a commission to advise and assist the council is hereby created and established, 
to be known as the Advisory Commission Council of National Defense. The commission shall 
consist of the following: (1) An executive director, to be appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, who shall serve as chairman of the advisory com- 
mission and shall receive a salary of $12,000 per annum: (2) an operations committee compris- 
ing a general officer of the Army, an admiral of the Navy, and an Assistant Secretary of 
State, to be selected by the heads of their respective departments; and (3) a procurement com- 
mittee comprising an Assistant Secretary of War, an Assistant Secretary of the Navy, and an 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce, to be selected by the heads of their respective departments: 
Provided, That the organization and number of such committees may be modified from time 
to time by the council. 

Sec. 3. That the council shall be, and is hereby, authorized to call from time to time upon 
the heads of the several executive departments of the Government for the services of such per- 
sonnel as may be necessary in the solution of such problems and studies as fall within the pur- 
view of the council. Personnel of the executive departments performing the services contem- 
plated herein shall perform their duties under the direction and control of the advisory com- 
mission, and shall serve under their several permanent appointments in the executive depart- 
ments and without increased remuneration therefor under such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the council. The term “personnel,” as used in this section, shall include members 
of the military and naval forces of the United States, members of the United States Coast 
Guard and Public Health Service, as well as civilian employees of the several departments of 
the Government. When in his judgment efficiency demands such action, the President is author- 
ized to except officers of the Army and Navy required for detail on or duty with the advisory 
commission from the provisions of law which otherwise restrict the detail or assignment of 
officers of those services. 

Sec. 4. That the council, subject to the approval of the President of the United States, shall 
have power and authority, and it shall be its duty; (a) to consider our national defense problem 
as a whole and define the national defense role or mission of each of the various executive 
agencies of the Federal Government including the military and naval forces provided by Con- 
gress; (b) to study and recommend to the President such changes in the organization of the 
executive departments of the Federal Government or other agencies provided by Congress for 
national defense as may be deemed desirable to promote the efficiency of our national defense 
system; (c) to study and prepare plans for the war expansion of the executive departments 
or other agencies of the Federal Government in an emergency; (d) to coordinate plans for the 
development of transportation systems, including railways, highways, waterways, and airways, 
in the interest of national defense; (e) to coordinate plans of all executive departments for 
the development, production, procurement, conservation, and distribution of all national resources 
essential to national defense; (f) to coordinate general plans, programs, and policies for the 
national defense where they affect more than one executive department; (g) to consider and 
determine any question concerning national defense which may be submitted to it by the head 
of any executive department or independent agency. 

In all questions that do not require legislative action the decision of the council, after approval 
by the President, shall be final and binding on all concerned. 

Sec. 5. That in an emergency declared by Congress the council, under control and direction 
of the President of the United States and subject to his approval, shall have power and authority, 
and it shall be its duty, to create and establish such Federal agencies as it may deem necessary 
and desirable to make effective approved plans for the development and efficient utilization of 
the man power, industries, finances, transportation, and other national resources essential to 
national defense. 

Sec. 6. The advisory commission, including its executive director, shall perform such duties 
as may be assigned to it by the council. The executive director, as chairman of the advisory 
commission, and subject to the approval of the council, is hereby empowered and authorized 
to direct the advisory commission to study and report upon all questions within the purview 
of the council and to call upon any and all executive departments or other Federal agencies of 
the Government to furnish such information and assistance as may be necessary for a thorough 
study of such questions. 

Sec. 7. That the Council of National Defense shall adopt rules and regulations for the con- 
duct of its work and for the work of the advisory commission, which rules and regulations shall 
be subject to the approval of the President. 

Sec. 8. That the executive director shall cause to be prepared annually an estimate of the 
amount of money necessary for carrying out the provisions of this chapter and shall submit the 
same to Congress in the manner provided by law, and there is hereby authorized to be appropriated 
such sums for this purpose as Congress may from time to time determine. Reports shall be 
submitted by the council to the President. An annual report to the Congress shall be sub- 
mitted through the President, including as full a statement of the activities of the council and 
the agencies subordinate to it as is consistent with the public interest: Provided, That when 
deemed proper the President may authorize, in amounts stipulated by him, unvouchered ex- 
penditures. 

Sec. 9. That section 2 of an act making appropriations for the support of the Army for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1917, and for other purposes, approved Aug. 29, 1916 (39th Statutes, 
page 649), be, and is hereby, repealed. 
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GEN. DRUM SUBMITS NEW BILL 

Gen. Hugh A. Drum, U.S.A., ap. 
peared before the committee on April 
8. It marked his last official act as a 
member of the General Staff as he goes 
to New York in a day or two to take 
up new duties. He had touched upon 
the matter of a Council of National De. 
fense in a previous hearing before the 
committee, and in response to a ques- 
tion by Mr. James, of Michigan, sub- 
mitted to the committee the draft of a 
bill to create a Council of National De- 
fense and define its powers and duties, 


The draft which he submitted is, with some 
minor changes, the one which now appears as 
H. R. 10985. General Drum’s division of the 
General Staff made the study on the Council 
of National Defense which was requested by 
Mr. Morin several weeks ago. In this study 
the fact was brought out that the basic organ- 
ization of the executive branch of our Govern- 
ment provides one man control and responsi- 
bility, an advisory branch, the cabinet, avail- 
able for counsel or coordination, and each 
executive department charged with carrying 
out certain specific functions; but that all of 
the executive departments, ten in number, ex- 
cept the War and Navy Departments, are inter. 
ested primarily in organizing and administer. 
ing their departments solely from the point 
of view of efficiency in peace time activities, 
and that so long as war was carried on mainly 
by the Army and Navy, the necessary coordi- 
nation and cooperation for national defense was 
effected directly between these two war-making 
agencies acting under the direct control of the 
President, but that with our entry into the 
World War, it was soon evident that modern 
warfare involves all the executive departments. 


The entire nation with all its available re- 
sources of men, money and materiel, must be 
organized for war, and in the World War, the 
necessary organization for this effort had to be 
extemporized after the emergency was upon us. 


An extract from a letter from Secretary of 
War Baker, who was president of the Council 
of National Defense during the war, is interest- 
ing as showing his opinion of its peace time 
function : 

“Its work is that of supervision and coordi- 
nation. It is not an agency for the accumula- 
tion of statistical data. It relies upon the 
governmental departments to furnish the in- 
formation needed in its studies, and it must 
be remembered that these studies are always 
directed to one object—the national security. 
The War and Navy Departments under the law 
are charged with the preparation of plans for 
the operations of the military and naval forces 
in war, but our very recent experience has 
shown the essential part that industry must 
play in the execution of our military plans. 
It is with this latter phase of preparation that 
the council deals. 

“No other existing agency can perform these 
functions of the Council of National Defense.” 

General Drum in a study on this question 
pointed out the many points of contact between 
the Army and Navy, such as joint programs 
for national defense, including financial mobili- 
zation and industrial programs, definition and 
allocations of missions, especially in coast de- 
fense, joint war plans, joint maneuvers, joint 
operations and unity of command involved in 
overseas possessions, aviation, the coordination 
of missions of air components, air programs, 
program of aircraft, training, operations, and 
the duplication of facilities. 

The bill drawn by General Drum at the re- 
quest of the committee defines the duties of 
the council to be: 

1. To consider our national defense problem 
as a whole and define the national defense role 
or mission of each of the various executive 
agencies of the Federal Government, including 
the military and naval forces provided by Con- 
gress. 

2. To study and recommend to the President 
such changes in the organization of the execu- 
tive departments of the Federal Government 
or other agencies provided by Congress for 
national defense as may be deemed desirable to 
promote the efficiency of our national defense 
system. 

3. To study and prepare plans for the war 
expansion of the executive departments or other 
agencies of the Federal Government in an 
emergency. 

4. To coordinate plans for the development 
of transportation systems, including railways, 
highways, waterways, and airways in the inter- 
est of national defense. 

5. To coordinate plans of all executive depart- 
ments for the development, production, pro- 
curement, conservation, and distribution of all 
national resources essential to national defense. 

6. To coordinate general plans, programs, and 
policies for the national defense where they 
affect more than one executive department. 

One of the pertinent paragraphs in General 
Drum’s statement gives a strong endorsement 
of the proposition, showing why such a coun- 
cil should function in peace time. It is as 
follows: 

“While the President as commander-in-chief 
may have the power to carry out the functions 
indicated in the foregoing, there is needed a 
single agency to advise him and execute his 
directions in this connection. No such agency 
now exists charged with said responsibilities. 
While the joint board and its subsidiary com- 
mittees are available and required for joint 
consideration of specific Army and Navy opera- 
tions, functions, etc., it has not, and cannot be 
given the responsibility to cover the broader 
field indicated. Furthermore, such a board is 


influenced by ex parte views with a tendency 
to accept inefficient compromises, indicating a 
need in major questions for a judicial determi- 
nation after both sides have been presented.” 
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‘ONGRESS APPROVES APPOINTMENTS.—The Senate _ will confirm 
CU promptly the nominations of general officers made by the President this 
week. It will do so because of the feeling in both Houses that in renaming 
the present heads of the various departments, and in the selections made for 
vaeancies, the President was moved by considerations of efficiency only. The 
-fficer who has had the greatest contact with Congress is Maj. Gen. Robert C. 
Davis, The Adjutant General. It is not too much to say that the character 
of the relations The Adjutant General establishes and maintains with Congress 
determines very largely the sentiments of the individual members of the two 
Houses toward the Service. General Davis admittedly has put his entire 
department upon a high plane of efficiency, but, in addition, he has exercised 
tact and diplomacy in his relations with members of Congress, and is largely 
responsible for their friendly disposition toward Army measures. His adminis- 
tration of the bonus law earned for him deserved commendation. That law 
bristled with questions presenting innumerable opportunities for friction with 
veterans and their representatives at the National Capital. The questions were 
satisfactorily settled, and instead of friction harmony controlled the rela- 
tions of the War Department and Congress. General Davis is given full 
credit for this important military achievement. Moreover, General Davis’ rela- 
tions with the Secretary of War and the General Staff have been most satisfac- 
tory, and unquestionably his conduct in this respect also has contributed to the 
increasing importance of the position he so ably fills. 


TAVY “LOBBY” HIT BY SECRETARY WILBUR.—Under date of Apr. 2, 
N the Secretary of the Navy issued a memorandum calling the attention of 
all officers of the Navy and Marine Corps to the paragraph in the Navy Regu- 
lations forbidding officers to “lobby”? without the consent and knowledge of 
the secretary. 

This pres al is taken because “Information has reached the secretary that 
this article of the Regulations is not being observed, in that many members 
of Congress have been approached by officers of the Navy advocating the 
passage of legislation in which they are personally interested, without having 
first secured the consent of the Secretary of the Navy for such action.” 

The memorandum states, however, that it “must not be construed as for- 
bidding any officer rendering such assistance as may be requested by any mem- 
ber of Congress; it is designed primarily to prevent unsolicited propaganda 
or lobbying on any legislation, pending or prospective.” 

Considerable interest has been aroused in the department by the secretary’s 
action, and there is much speculation as to what led to the issuance of the 
memorandum. 

Under the present order of things in the Navy the principle burden of deal- 
ing with the committees in preparation of naval legislation has fallen to the 
lot of about half a dozen officers on duty in the department. In addition to 
these several bureau chiefs have been active in handling legislative matters 
that affect their bureaus. Whether this “reminder” refers to this situation and 
presages a more active supervision of legislative matters by the secretary or 
whether it is aimed at certain individuals is exciting considerable interest. 

Prior to the present administration the civilian heads of the Navy had per- 
sonal direction of legislative affairs. Secretary Daniels personally directed 
them and kept in close touch with the committees of House and Senate. The 
establishment of the budget system and the appointment of an officer as Budget 
Officer marked a step in the change but under Secretary Denby’s regime, the 
Assistant Secretary, Col. Theodore Roosevelt, still retained direction of the 
presentation of the Navy’s needs to Congress. Of late, however, close observers 
it is pointed out note a tendency, especially with the assistant secretary absent, 
to leave it more in the hands of certain officers who “specialize” on this im- 
portant work of following up en pending legislation desired by the department. 


C OAST GUARD DESTROYER COMMANDS.—The shortage of commissioned 
officers of the higher grades available for manning the four destroyers, 
U.S.S. Davis, Wilkes, Shaw and Tucker recently turned over to the Coast Guard 
by the Navy has led to considerable speculation as to what the ranks of the 
officers assigned to the reconditioned vessels will be. 

It has been the general policy to assign a lieutenant commander to com- 
mand a destroyer. The executive officer has generally been a lieutenant and 
the engineer officer a lieutenant commander or lieutenant. The remainder of 
the commissioned officer complement consisted of two lieutenants (j.g.) or 
ensigns. 

With the heavy demand for engineer officers it is considered not unlikely 
that a lieutenant (j.g.) will be assigned to at least one of the destroyers in 
this capacity. ; 

Although it is possible that a lieutenant commander will be assigned to com- 
mand each of the reconditioned destroyers, the executive officers may vary in 
rank from lieutenant to ensign. 


T. P. A. PAYNE SELECTED AS AIDE TO GEN. HUGH A. DRUM.—First 

Lt. Philip A. Payne, of the 15th Tank Battalion, U.S.A., has left Ft. Ben- 
ning for Ft. Wadsworth, New York, where he has been selected aide to Gen. 
Hugh A. Drum. Lieutenant Payne has been directed to stop off in Washing- 
ton, D. C., and report to the Adjutant General for a short tour of duty in that 
office prior to going to his new assignment in New York. Being aide to a 
general is not a new departure for “Buddy” Payne, as he is familiarly called 
by his numerous Army friends. In 1922 Gen. C. H. Martin selected him for 
an aide. He next became aide to Gen. H. A. Smith, which position he held until 
July, 1925, when General Smith went to Washington to become Assistant Chief 
of Staff and in September Lieutenant Payne went to the 15th Tank Battalion. 
The latter organization, it is declared, hates to loose Lieutenant Payne. 


COLONEL EMBICK’S NEW ASSIGNMENT.—Col. Stanley D. Embick, C.A., 
U.S.A., who has been on duty at Ft. Mills, Corrigador Island, P. I., for two 
and a half years, is now in Washington. It is understood that he is to be 
assigned to duty with the War Plans Division of the General Staff, taking the 
place of Lt. Col. Claudius M. Seaman, C.A., who is to report for duty at Ft. 
Hancock, New Jersey. 





a racsae RULE FOR ARMY AIR BILL.—The Steering Committee of Con- 
gress has placed upon its legislative program the bills relating to the im- 
provement of the Air arms of the two Services. This confirms the announce- 
ment that Congress will not adjourn without action upon these important 
measures. The House Rules Committee, which gave a special rule for the 
consideration of the Butler naval air program, will report favorably also a 
special rule for the Morin Army Air Corps proposal. In the Senate Chairman 
Wadsworth, of the Military Committee, is awaiting a favorable moment to 
press to passage the air bill reported by his committee. Senator Hale, of 
Maine, has withheld consideration of the naval air bill by his committee, pend- 
ing action by the House. There are sufficient differences between the measures 
which will be adopted by both Houses to enable modifications and improvements 
by the conference committees. High hopes are entertained, therefore, in 
military and naval circles, that the legislation which will be finally submitted 
to the President for approval will be in general satisfactory to the various 
arms of the Services. 


| pps ye CHANGES AMONG NAVY OFFICERS.—Changes of interest in 

naval commands scheduled for the near future include the following officers: 
Capt. C. S. Freeman at the War College is to command the Seattle, relieving 
Capt. C. S. Kempf, who has been assigned to command the Nevada; Capt. 
Frank B. Upham reports the first of next week as commandant of the Naval 
Air Station at Pensacola, relieving Capt. J. J. Raby, who remains at the station 
to complete his aviation training course; Capt. P. B. Dungan, now at the Naval 
Academy, is to go to Pearl Harbor, and will probably become yard manager 
there; Comdr. J. S. McCain, now on duty in the Bureau of Navigation, goes to 
command the Sirius; Comdr. W. P. Gaddis will command the Arctic, relieving 
Comdr. J. M. Ferguson, who goes to the Naval Academy; Comdr. W. R. Van 
Auken goes to the War College when relieved from the command of the Aroos- 
took, as will Comdr. William Ancrum, when relieved on the Mercy; both Capt. 
R. E. Pope, on duty in the Navy Yard Division, and Capt. J. W. Timmons, 
on duty at the Third Naval District, will go to the War College; Capt. F. R. 
Nail will command the Dobbin, being relieved at the Ammunition Depot, Ft. 
Miffen, by Comdr. H. E. Shoemaker, who in turn will be relieved of his command 
of the Tulsa by Comdr. I. C. Bogart, now on duty at the Naval Ammunition 
Depot, Norfolk. 


QUALIZING ALLOWANCES OF ALL OFFICERS.—Any attempt to equal- 

ize the allowances of officers without dependents and officers with depend- 
ents will cause a bitter fight which is likely to react unfavorably to the Services 
an extensive investigation of the sentiment in Congress during the past week 
has revealed. 

Many Congressmen pointed out that while a reduction of the present allow- 
ances for officers with dependents was not contemplated at present any attempt 
to raise the pay of officers without dependents to the same level would be over- 
whelmingly defeated. Several intimated that the reaction might even cause a 
general revision of the present pay system in the Army and Navy, which would 
be detrimental. 

The general attitude of legislators who considered the question was that 
the officers of the Army and Navy knew the conditions and prospects of their 
professions when they entered the Service and that the present remuneration 
for the various grades is adequate. 


NCREASING USE OF AIRPLANES IN FLEET.—Illustrating the increasing 

uses of airplanes in fleet operations and giving the viewpoint of ranking 
officers afloat toward aviation, is the subject of a report received by the Navy 
Department from the commandant of the 15th Naval District, 

During the maneuvers in the Canal Zone early this month, Rear Adm. 
Richard H. Leigh, chief of staff to the commander in chief of the Battle Fleet, 
flew from Balboa with Comdr. P. N. L. Bellinger, to the U.S.S. Aroostook. The 
following day they took the air and viewed the entire torpedo practice. 

On returning to the Aroostook Admiral Leigh expressed the opinion that 
the commanders of the opposing fleets should have been in planes to direct 
operations for the practices. 

From the airmen’s point of view such endorsements are enthusiastically 
received. Some officers, however, point out that while it may be highly desir- 
able for the commander in chief to direct combined maneuvers from a plane 
in war games, that under actual war conditions this “exposed position” would 
involve running unwarranted risks; that the advantages of wider observation 
would be more than offset by the increased danger to the directing head of 
the battle. It is generally accepted, however, that in time of battle the admiral 
in command would have one of his immediate subordinates, one on whom he 
relies implicitly, in an airplane during the engagement. 


OAST GUARD PROMOTIONS IN PROSPECT.—There will be three retire- 
ments in the Coast Guard during the remainder of 1926 which will cause 

a general advancement in the grades of captain, commander and lieutenant 
commander in the line and engineering. 

There will be two retirements among officers of the line, both in October. 
Capt. W. V. E. Jacobs, U.S.C.G., will be retired Oct. 28, 1926. Upon his retire- 
ment Capt. Claude Stanley Cochran, U.S.C.G., will become a permanent cap- 
tain of the line and Comdr. Benjamin M. Chiswell, U.S.C.G., will advance to 
the grade of temporary captain. Comdr. J. F. Hottel will become a permanent 
comeeenne. Lt. Comdr. Claude M. Gabbett will become a temporary com- 
mander. 

When Capt. Preston H. Uberroth, U.S.C.G., is retired on Oct. 26, 1926, 
Comdr. A. L. Gamble, U.S.C.G., will become a temporary captain while Capt. 
John Given Berry will become a permanent captain. Comdr. H. D. Hinkley will 
receive a permanent commission in that grade and Lt. Comdr. T, G. Crapster, 
U.S.C.G., will advance to the rank of temporary commander. 

In the engineers Capt. Harry L. Boyd (Eng.) will retire on Oct. 13, 1926. 
Comdr. William E. Maccoun will advance to the grade of captain (Eng.), Comdr: 
A. G. Norman (Eng.), will receive permanent rank, and Lt. Comdr. J. I. Bryan 
will become temporary commander (Eng.).

ARMY M.D. VACANCIES 


The experiment conducted this year to 
ascertain the most practical and efficient 
way of selecting applicants to fill the 
vacancies existing in the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army is likely to prove an 
unqualified success, members of the Sur- 
geon General's office say. 

When announcement of the vacancies 
was made last summer, the department 
received more than 400 applications from 
students in the leading medical schools in 
the United States. From this number 
60 men were selected, all standing high 
in their classes. They were sent to the 
Army general hospitals with the rank of 
first lieutenants in the Medical Reserve, 
receiving the pay and allowances custom- 
ary for active duty officers. 

Their year in internship will be com- 
pleted on July 1, 1926. Those who have 
been successful in the year’s work under 
competent instruction will be offered com- 
missions in the Regular Army, Medical 
Corps. As these interns are obligated in 
no way to accept the commissions, the 
department believes that it will profit by 
acquiring only those really interested in 
Army work. On the other hand, the year 
of active duty will fit the others for serv- 
ice in time of war. Present estimates are 
that at least 20 of this year’s interns will 
become officers this summer. The Medical 
Department is desirous of making this 
method of selection permanent as it feels 
that it is not only utilizing a most sat- 
isfactory system of selecting officers for 
active duty, but is building a sympathetic 
and substantial reserve competant for war 
service.

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TRIAL OF CHAPLAIN CLAMPITT 


The court martial of Chaplain Orville 
EF. Clampitt, U.S.A., was resumed at San 
Francisco Apr. 6. The trial is the result 
of charges preferred in behalf of Miss 
Lucille Swallow of Lawrence, Kans. Lt. 
Frederick W. Wennerberg, Inf., U.S.A., 
assistant defense counsel in opening the 
defense, according to an Associated Press 
dispatch, declared the charges against the 
Chaplain were a combination of perjury 
and forgery. 

The particular letter in which the Chap- 
lain is said to have admitted his respon- 
sibility was characterized by Lieutenant 
Wennerberg as a forged document, con- 
trived to blackmail Chaplain Clampitt. He 
also alleged Miss Swallow perjured her- 
self when she said Chaplain Clampitt gave 
her $90 to have an operation performed. 

The defense counsel admitted that the 
Chaplain was acquainted with the young 
woman, but denied her statement that he 
kept company with her.

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ETIREMENT OF GENERAL BELLINGER, U.S.A.— 

Brig. Gen. John B. Bellinger, Q.M.C., U.S.A., senior 
assistant Quartermaster General in Washington, on duty in 
the office of the Q.M.G., will retire on account of the age 
limit on Apr. 15, 1926, after close to 42 years of efficient 
and distinguished service as an officer of the Army. General 
Bellinger has seen a great variety of service since he was 
graduated from the U.S.M.A., in the class of June, 1884, 
when he was assigned to the Cavalry. Among other duties 
he has served with the 3d, 5th and 7th Cavalry, and was 
transferred to the Quartermaster Corps in 1894. He has 
been superintendent of the Army Transport Service at San 
Francisco, has been a constructing quartermaster, on im- 
portant work and has supplied troops on the battle line. 

During the World War General Bellinger was Department 
Quartermaster of the Philippine Islands. He was awarded 
the D.S.M. and voted a resolution of thanks by the Philip- 
pine Senate. The D.S.M. citation follows: 


“For exceptionally meritorious and distinguished services as Department 
Quartermaster, Philippine Department, a position of great responsibility. He 
administered the services of transportation and of the supply of the troops 
serving in the Philippines and China in a markedly successful manner. He 
originated and executed the supplying of the Siberian American Expeditionary 
Forces, and the purchasing of foods in the Orient, and aided the Philippine 
Government in its problems. He rendered services of much value.” 

During the Spanish-American War General Bellinger planned and supervised 
the execution of the transportation movement, which returned the troops from 
Cuba and Porto Rico. General Bellinger was born in South Carolina Apr. 15, 
1862. He has been assistant Q.M.G. since Dec. 4, 1922.

Maj. Gen. Kenzie W. Walker, Chief of Finance, reappointed for four years, 
on the expiration of his present term July 1, 1926. 

Maj. Gen. Clarence C. Williams, Chief of Ordnance, reappointed for four 
years on the expiration of his present term July 16, 1926. 

Maj. Gen. Robert C. Davis, The Adjutant General, reappointed for four 
years on the expiration of his present term Sept. 1, 1926. 

Maj. Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, Surgeon General, reappointed for four years 
on the expiration of his present term Oct. 30, 1926. 

All the above officers have distinguished records of service and were selected 
after careful consideration. The fact that four officers out of the eight named 
were reappointed to succeed themselves it is pointed out, is conclusive evidence 
that their administration as the head of their branch of the Army has met 
with the highest approval of the President and the department. 

The military records of the officers in brief are as follows: 


GEN. H. F. RETHERS 

General Rethers has the distinction of entering the Regular Army as a private in the Ist 
Infantry in 1893, at that time being a graduate of the University of California. After being 
promoted corporal and sergeant he gained his first commission, that of second lieutenant of 
Infantry in March, 1896. He was born in California Aug. 7, 1875. 

During the Spanish-American War as a second lieutenant with the 9th Infantry and was cited 
for gallantry in action at the battle of San Juan, near Santiago on July 1, 1898. He was 
cited again for gallantry in action while serving as a first lieutenant with the 9th Infantry 
against the Boxers at Tientsin, China, July 13, 1900. He saw service with the Infantry in the 
Philippine Insurrection campaign and on the Mexican border. During the World War he was 
chief quartermaster of the Base Section in Great Britain. For his work he was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal by our Government and the British Government conferred upon 
him the Order of St. Michael and St. George. Later he was assigned to duty in connection with 
the sending home of 4,500 bodies and the concentration of the remaining dead into eight per- 
manent cemeteries in Europe. In recognition of this work the French Government conferred 
on him the award of Officer of the Legion of Honor. He is now on duty in the office of the 
Quartermaster General. 

His D.S.M. citation reads as follows: 


“For exceptionally meritorious and distinguished services. He distinguished himself by his 
extraordinary ability and exceptional skill in organizing the work cf the Quartermaster Corps 
at Base Section No. 3. His good judgment, combined with tact, knowledge of methods, and 
high professional attainments, resulted in a superior standard of efficiency, reflecting the greatest 
credit upon himself and enabling him to render most valuable services to the Government.” 


GEN. WILLIAM P. JACKSON 


General Jackson was born at Palmyra, Mo., Jan. 9, 1868, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., 
class of 1891, and was commissioned in the Infantry. 

He took part in the battle of Santiago, Cuba, and received a silver star citation for gallantry 
in that action. He later served in Philippine engagements, receiving a second silver star cita- 
tion for attacking and defeating two companies of insurrectos with seven soldiers of the 24th 
Infantry at Sapundot, Luzon, on June 30, 1900. During the period prior to the World War 
he saw service in Alaska and in many parts of the United States. 

During the World War General Jackson as a temporary brigadier general commanded the 
74th Brigade in the Baccarat Sector, in the first stage of the Meuse-Argonne offensive, and in 
the Ypres-Lys offensive in Belgium. 

He is at present officer in charge of National Guard affairs, Headquarters 5th Corps Area, 
Ft. Hayes, Ohio. He has received the Legion of Honor (Officer) (France), the Croix de Guerre 
(Belgium) and the D.S.M. His citation for the Distinguished Service Medal follows: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and distinguished services as brigade commander, 74th Infantry 
ee ,, American Expeditionary Forces, in operations against the enemy in France and 

elgium. 


GEN. EDGAR JADWIN 


General Jadwin was born in Honesdale, Pa., Aug. 7, 1865, and was appointed second lieu- 
tenant, Corps of Engineers, upon graduation from the U.S.M.A., in the class of 1890. He 
went to France in 1917 in command of the 15th Engineers, and was appointed a brigadier

LT. C. K. AIKIN, U.S.A., ON TRIAL 


Lt. Clarence K. Aikin, 11th Cav., U.S.A, 
according to an Associated Press dispatch, 
went on trial at Salinas, Calif., Apr. 5, 
1926, on a charge of burglary. He with 
Set. Charles Barnes, Cav., U.S.A., were 
charged with attempting to rob the safe of 
the Monterey Theater Company, at Mon- 
terey, Calif., Jan. 3. He pleaded not 
guilty. Sergeant Barnes turned states’ 
evidence, according to the police. 

Sergeant Barnes at the session of the 
court on April 6 alleged on the witness 
stand that Lieutenant Aikin ordered him to 
shoot the man who came to arrest him, 
and declared that the lieutenant ran and 
hid when Barnes refused to fire. 

He also testified that Lieutenant Aikin 
told him:that Mrs. Aikin knew of the 
planned burglary, and that she waited at 
the officers’ quarters at the post for news 
of its success. 

The sergeant, according to the press dis- 
patches, flinched under cross-examination 
by Lieutenant Aikin’s attorney and slumped 
in his seat when the defense accused him 
of making good an old threat. 

Lieutenant Aikin is a native of Missis- 
sippi, and first entered the Regular Army 
as a private in the Hospital Corps Jan. 
15, 1912. He later served as a first lieu- 
tenant in the Field Artillery section of the 
O.R.C. His first commission in the Regu- 
lar Army was as a first lieutenant of 
Cavalry in 1920.

Help But At A Price 


Even conceding that the European press correctly quoted Ambassador 
Houghton as above, the Government of the United States will go to Geneva 
prepared for all eventualities. If Europe is serious and wants to move towards 
the establishment of actual peace, with arms reduction as a part of the program, 
the American representatives will be ready to enter wholeheartedly into the 
discussion. But if Europe wishes merely to continue to conduct intrigues, 
has no intention of limiting her land forces, and directs her efforts toward 
throwing upon this country the responsibility for failure, then the United 
States will not be interested and the internment ceremonies can take place 
without the shedding of American tears. In other words, we are maintaining 
our attitude of helpfulness if helpfulness be desired. We will help even at 
our own cost, just as we have done in the past, but we will insist upon a price 
in return—that of real measures by Europe for its own benefit and consequently 
world benefit. : 

There will be no question as to our attitude when the State Department 
makes public the instructions it has prepared for the American delegation. 


Our Delegates at Geneva 


Representing us at Geneva will be an American delegation which will exert 
large influence upon the future strength of the United States and our standing 
in the world. It is made up of a permanent career diplomat—Hugh Gibson— 
whose outstanding ability and shrewdness deservedly mark him as one of the 
ablest foreign agents of our country; and of distinguished and far-seeing Army 
and Navy officers. The Army’s interests will be in the hands of Maj. Gen. 
Dennis E. Nolan, U.S.A., recently relieved as Deputy Chief of Staff, whose fine 
service as the directing genius of G-2 during the World War, has placed the 
Army and the country immeasurably in his debt, and Brig. Gen. Harry A. 
Smith, U.S.A., Chief of the War Plans Division of the General Staff, who com- 
bines the concentration of a student with a wide knowledge of the defense needs 
of the Nation. The responsibility for the strength of the Navy has been con- 
fided to Rear Adm. Hilary P. Jones, U.S.N., chairman of the General Board, of 
impressive stature in naval affairs; Rear Adm. Andrew T. Long, U.S.N., able, 
forceful, tactful and a keen measurer of values, and Capt. Adolphus Andrews, 
U.S.N., an officer of distinction in his profession who enjoys the full confidence 
of the President of the United States. 

Fortunately, there is not a politician on the delegation. This means there 
will be no one connected with it, whose ears will be attuned to any whispering 
campaign which pacifists may seek to inaugurate in his home community, The 
delegation will be wholly national in character and in view. The good of the 
entire Nation, the sentiments of all the people will be reflected by it. There 
will be a united front opposed to any plan which contemplates American dis- 
armament without corresponding disarmament by the other powers. 





Propagandising Against America 


That the delegation must be wary, that it shall grant no concessions which 
do not maintain the proper relationship of national defense is apparent to any 
one who knows the real state of Europe today and its attitude towards the 
United States. There is in progress abroad a propaganda campaign general 
in extent and evidently designed to create a world opinion against our country. 
The same tactics observed to make Germany unpopular throughout the world 
are being employed for our discredit. For example, Le Journal, one of the 
widest read papers of Paris, recently published an editorial diatribe which could 
have no other effect than arouse anti-American sentiment. This editorial re- 
called a cartoon which appeared in Punch during the early days of the war, 
showing a Belgian boy standing in the way of a huge German brute and for- 
bidding him to pass. It suggests that Punch could republish the same cartoon 
with the same boy before another giant, an American armed with sacks of 
gold. The editorial concludes: 

“European idiots, who discuss derisory formulas at Geneva, do you not see 
that a new imperialism is on the way to conquer the world, the imperialism 
of Croesus, American financier?” 


Self Protection is Our Only Protection 


No creditor is ever popular with a debtor. Neither a lender nor a borrower 
be! And the debts which Europe owes to the United States will continue to 
form a cloud upon the relations of the new and the old world until they are 
paid, until they are cancelled, or until they are wiped out by war! 

These are considerations which wise men do not overlook. Back of the dis- 
cussion of the Geneva agenda in which the American delegation will participate, 
there is a situation of world conditions and world relations which cannot be 
disregarded. If we can facilitate the restoration of real peace, the reestablish- 
ment of prosperity, the promotion of happiness in Europe by making conces- 
sions, the American people undoubtedly would be willing to grant them. But 
they will not agree to concessions which will weaken us and in comparison 
strengthen those who envy us our situation and our prosperity. Knowing this, 
the American delegation may be expected to refuse to enter into any agreement 
which would tend to leave us easy prey for those who covet what we have. 


A World Ratio for Armies 


That Europe can expect no further reduction of the American Army is 
evident to any one familiar with our standing in this respect in comparison 
with that of the other states. And yet, in Europe, the effort is being made to 
prove that this country is in fact a military power. Besides the Regular Army, 
there is counted the National Guard, the officers of the Reserve Corps, the 
R.O.T.C., and even the attendance at the Citizens’ Military Training Camps. The 
personnels of the Navy is made to include, besides the regular establishment 
and the Marine Corps, the Naval Militia, Naval Reserve, and Coast Guard. 
Why not add to the Army the city police, and to the Navy the Merchant 
Marine? The figures thus would become the more impressive. President 
Coolidge will not be misled by the militaristic Frankenstein which the foreign 
press is endeavoring to create in order to lessen American strength. He has 
described the Army as merely a police force and he has refused to listen to any 
suggestion to reduce it. *

ARMY FIELD CLERKS 


Boston, Mass., Apr. 1, 1926. 


Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir. At a recent hearing before a House sub. 
committee on proposed legislation to appoint 
field clerks to the warrant grade, a field clerk 
stated that Army warrant officers were good 
squad leaders but incapable of functioning in 
administrative capacities as witnessed by the 
necessity of placing field clerks in all principaj 
divisions of the War Department and the severa] 
corps areas and departments. 


In all fairness I ask is it proper to permit 
an individual of one group to appear before 
a legislative body and defame members of 
another group within the Service. Surely, the 
desire to secure a military status is commend. 
able, and, prior to the gentleman’s appearance 
before the committee, the Warrant Officers’ 
Assn. published a resolution lending the hearty 
support of the warrant grade in securing favor- 
able action on the field clerk bill. The spirit 
the resolution was offered in was not recipro- 
cated. 


There is considerable doubt in my mind that 
these gentlemen have been molded ftom a su- 
perior quality of clay, which, after being en. 
cased in a uniform and labeled Field Clerk, en. 
dows them with certain powers that the ordinary 
mortal cannot hope to attain. Rather, I be. 
lieve that the veil of mystery surrounding them 
is a chimera, carefully shielded, lest it be dis- 
covered, when the veil is penetrated, that others, 
even warrant officers, are capable of perform. 
ing the duties that have been for so long the 
sole privelege of this hierarchy. 


The “Manchu” does not permit even the most 
efficient officers to remain on certain duty over 
a stated period, lest they or the job stagnate. 
It might be well to apply the principles of the 
law in these divisions so long reigned over by 
a preferred class. 


If warrant officers are ever to be used in ad- 
ministrative capacities they should be permitted 
to develop, and, this is possible only by giving 
them the opportunity. If it is not so desired 
would it not be advisable to detail us with line 
organizations, National Guard or R.O.T.C.

ARMY RELIEF SOCIETY.—The season is now approaching 
when the different branches of the Army Relief Society are plan- 
ning to hold their garden parties for the purpose of raising funds 
for welfare work. The first of which the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
has received notice is the one to be held by Branch No. 2, on 
May 22, at Washington Barracks, D. C. A most attractive pro- 
gram will be arranged, and many prominent persons in military 
and civil life will be present. There will be booths for the sale 
of various articles and refreshments; afternoon tea and supper 
will be served and later there will be dancing. 

The Army Relief Society was organized in 1900 for the pur- 
pose of providing relief in case of emergency for dependent widows 
and orphane of officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army of 
the United States, to aid in securing employment for them, and 
to solicit and create scholarships and supervise educational oppor- 
tunities for such orphan children. It has its principal office in 
New York, where the annual meeting is held the last Wednesday 
Mrs. W. L. Finley, in April. Mrs. Henry L. Stimson, wife of Colonel Stimson, 
President, Branch No. former Secretary of War, is president of the society. There are 
2, Army Relief Society 14 branches of the Society, as follows: Branch No. 1, New York; 

Branch No. 2. Washington, D. C.: Branch No. 3, West Point, 
N. Y¥.; Branch No. 4, Infantry, Ft. Leavenworth, Kans.; Branch No. 5, Artillery ; 
Branch No. 6, Philippine Islands; Branch No. 7, Honolulu, Hawaii; Branch No. 8, 
Brooklyn, N. Y.; Branch No. 9, Engineer Corps; Branch No. 10, Canal Zone; Branch 
No. 11, Cavalry, Ft. Riley, Kans.; Branch No. 12, Chemical Warfare; Branch No. 
13, Air Service, and Branch No. 14, the Infantry School, Ft. Benning, Ga. 

Between forty and forty-five thousand dollars is expended yearly for educational 
and relief purposes by the society, which amount is raised either from memberships 
or benefits. Monthly checks from $8 to $75 are sent as allowances. All to whom 
these go need the income the society gives them to keep alive, and to keep their self- 
respect. At present there are on the list of the Army Relief Society 84 widows, 96 
children, 11 single women, of whom 44 families are dependents of officers and 48 of 
enlisted men. None of the officers of the society is paid for services rendered. 

Branch No. 2, with headquarters at Washington, D. C., holds two meetings a 
year, one in March and one in December. The annual meeting and election of officers 
takes place on the 15th of March, and at the last meeting the following officers were 
elected: President, Mrs. Walter L. Finley; vice presidents, Mrs. Merritte W. Ireland, 
Mrs. J. W. Joyes, Mrs. B. F. Cheatham, Mrs. Charles W. Penrose; recording secre- 
tary, Mrs. Austen Moseley. In December there is a get-together meeting to report 
on what has been done.

STUFFED BAKED PEpPPERS.—Parboil green sweet peppers. Fill them with 2 table- 
spoons corn, 1 tablespoon minced ham, 1 teaspoon_melted butter, 1 tablespoon milk. 
Salt to taste. Put eracker crumbs on top. Bake 25 minutes in moderate oven.—Mrs.

Meat PANCAKE Ro.iis.—One tablespoon fat, % onion, 1 cup cooked meat, 2 
tablespoons gravy, 2 eggs, 4% cup flour, 4 cup milk, % teaspoon salt. To make the 
filling, brown the onion chopped fine, in the fat, add the meat coarsely chopped and 
the gravy. Cook until warm and thick. For the pancake mixture, beat the eggs until 
light, add flour, salt and milk. Beat with an egg beater. For pancakes, use a small 
frying pan, grease well and pour in about two tablespoons butter. When barely set 
(do not have too hot a heat) slide out on a plate of fine dry crumbs. Put a table- 
spoon of meat on the edge of the pancake while hot and roll up. Grease pan each 
time and continue in like manner. These may be kept in refrigerator for several 
days. When you wish to serve them, brown in a frying pan.—Mrs. Alfred Sawkins, 
Vancouver Barracks, Washington.

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|THE RESERVE FORCES 


ECOMMENDATIONS MADE BY RESERVE OFFICERS COMMITTEE.— 
The 4th Corps Area Standing Committee of Reserve Officers, who were on 
active duty at Atlanta, Ga., for several weeks recently, has made the following 


recommendations for the benefit of Reserve officers generally: 

1. The preparation of a short, simple, systematic course of instruction for the officers, Regular 
or Reserve, conducting the courses of Inactive Duty Training. 

2. Inactive Duty Training in ali its phases is of great importance to the efficiency of the 
Organized Reserves. 

3. The establishment of an Inactive and an Active List. 

4. The publication of an Annual Roster by the War Department containing all the longevity 
record of all Reserve officers. 

5. Reduce the period of R.O.T.C. advanced camp attendance from six weeks to one month, 
and devote this period primarily to marksmanship, technique of weapons, and tactical instruction. 

6. That the period of active duty training with troops be increased as much as possible, and 
while Reserve officers and Reserve units are undergoing training with troops, that every possible 
means be employed to cultivate responsibility in and by such reserve personnel. That they be 
allowed to function while on training just as they would when mobilized, and that they be 
provided with such Regular Army officer personnel as advisers as they may deem necessary. 








REGON RESERVE OFFICERS HOLD MEETINGS.—The meeting of the

DESTRUCTION OF R.O.T.C. 


Editoralizing on the insidious efforts to undermine the R.O.T.C., the Rocky

[ ISTRICT OF COLUMBIA NAT. GUARD NEEDS A REAL ARMORY.— 

The District of Columbia National Guard is laboring under a handicap 
which, it is believed, has no parallel in the entire National Guard of the United 
States. The troops are quartered in a building which it is well known is abso- 
lutely inadequate in every respect. They have no drill hall which can be used 
for military movements. In the fall, winter and early spring while troops of 
other states have the advantage of fine large drill halls for indoor activities, 
the District of Columbia National Guard has no facilities whatever for the 
needed indoor drills. The only way the officers and men can receive winter 
instruction they should be able to get indoors is to wait for fine weather and 
get it to a limited extent out of doors on the streets. 

To make matters worse the National Guard of the District of Columbia 
has received notice that it must vacate its present unsuitable quarters by June 
30 next. At this writing the officers and men have not even any temporary 
quarters in sight, and it is not known where the units are to be housed, so the 
District of Columbia National Guard stands in danger of being thrown into the 
street. This situation it is held, is a disgrace to the City of Washington. 

If there is any place in the United States where an up-to-date and ade- 
quate armory building should be provided for the National Guard it is pointed 
out, it is the Capital at Washington. When the splendid armories in New 
York, New Jersey, Massachusetts, Illinois and Oregon and many other states 
are considered, with their great inducements to officers and men to join organ- 
izations quartered therein, amazement is expressed by well known National 
Guard and Reserve officers from various states, that any officers and men can be 
induced to join the District of Columbia National Guard, and it speaks well 
for their patriotism, officers assert, that they are willing to give up their time 
for military duties under such conditions. 

It is the duty of Congress, it is held, to provide the various organizations 
of the National Guard of the District of Columbia with an armory worthy the 
name and which shall be an ornament to the National Capital.

258th Field Artillery, N. Y. N.G., located in New York City, in which the 
27th Tank Co., N. Y. N.G., is quartered, has a floor of asphalt composition. 
Due to possible injury by the claws on the track plates of tanks the operation 
of the tanks for drill purposes was not allowed. In order to overcome any 
injury and to give tank driving instruction it was necessary to secure an extra 
set of track plates on which the claws were removed. Another tank was fitted 
with oak blocks bolted to the track plates which method was found inexpensive 
and has given very good results.

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Decisions of the Comptroller General 


J NUSTED men who enter West Point as Cadets and are discharged from 
the Army prior to the expiration of their enlistment to do so, are not 
“separated from the service” in such a manner as to be entitled to travel pay, 
the Comptroller recently ruled in the case of 2d Lt. B. F. Tormey, U.S.A. 
Lieutenant Tormey applied for travel pay as an enlisted man in 1918 when he 
was discharged from the Army to enter the Military Academy. 


The Comptroller General has informed the Secretary of the Navy that a pro- 
posed change relative to travel allowance and furnishing transportation on 
discharge to enlisted men of the Navy who re-enlist is “not acceptable.” 
Comptroller holds that an enlisted man is entitled only to travel pay from the 
place where the first enlistment expires to the station where he first reports 
after his extension become effective.

An officer ordered to permanently change his station may not have his house- | 


hold belongings transported at Government expense without a specific order, 
Comptroller General J. Raymond McCar! has ruled. The transfer of such 
property depends on the Army regulations governing such things, the Comp- 
troller said, but when an officer has his furniture crated, hauled and shipped at 


his own expense without first securing written authority therefor, he is not | 


entitled to reimbursement for the cost thereof. 


Mr. McCarl also disallowed a claim of $20 per month to the Finance De- 
partment at San Francisco for the service of the Marine Department, Depart- 
ment of Commere, San Francisco. The service consists of reports on weather 
conditions, the approach and density of fogs and location of transports in the 
vicinity of the harbor. The Comptroller General said that the payment for 
this service could not properly be made from the “Army Transport Appropria- 
tion,” to which it was charged. He suggested that the matter be called to 
the attention of Congress for suitable appropriation if the service was neces- 
sary to the safety of men and vessels,

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U. S. NAVY, MARINE CORPS AND COMPONENTS 
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U.S. FLEET NEWS 
(Special Correspondence ARMY AND NAVY 
JOURNAL) 

Although the concentration of the 
United States Fleet under Admiral Robi- 
son at Panama this year, which termi- 
nated Mar. 15 covered a period of six 
weeks, the fleet was actually concentrated 
for only four weeks, as the first two weeks 
were taken up with Fleet Problem No. 6. 
Though the time was relatively short, a 
large amount of constructive work was 
accomplished and the mere fact that so 
many different types of ships operated 
together was considered of great ad- 
vantage. 

Good Behavior of Men Ashore 


The officers and men on shore at Panama 
and in the Canal Zone conducted them- 
selves in a most excellent manner. It was 
estimated that there were present, with the 
fleet, about 35,000 men and 2,500 commis- 
sioned and warrant officers. The largest 
number of men on liberty at one time was 
18,000 and the average about 6,000. The 
maximum number of arrests for all causes 
in any one day was 35 and on some days 
there were no arrests made; the percentage 
of arrests amounted to a small fraction of 
one percent, which is considered very re- 
markable with the large number of com- 
paratively young men now with the fleet.

ee their commissions from the Navy Department until after that date thereby 
“sing longevity credit under the provisions of the act of 1922, has been reported 
favorably by the Senate Naval Affairs Committee. It contains an amendment 
qualifying the officers covered by the bill as those “who were examined and found 
jualified in all respects for such appointment prior to June 30, 1922, but whose 
appointments were delayed subsequent to that date through no fault of their own.” 








IN THE RADIO FIELD 


AR-REACHING improvement in aircraft communication is expected to 

result if a tentative plan, worked out in conference by representatives of 
the Chief of Naval Operations, Bureau of Aeronautics, Bureau of Engineering, 
U.S. Marine Corps and Bureau of Navigation proves its worth in actual practice. 

The main feature of the plan is the establishment of a routine method for 
transmitting important data on weather conditions to aircraft in flight. The 
information will be sent out at designated intervals and will assure the flyers 
of accurate data. 

The plan will be put in operation in the New York-Washington-Norfolk 
area embracing the following stations: Norfolk, Dahlgren, Quantico, Anacostia, 
Philadelphia and Lakehurst. 

The transmission on certain wave lengths at these stations will be limited to 
brief weather reports on flying conditions, aircraft movement reports and 
emergency reports of forced landings, accidents, etc. Ordinary communications 
will be confined to normal communication channels, allowing the frequencies 
assigned to be kept clear for aircraft use. 

The weather reports to be transmitted to aircraft in flight will contain the 
following information: 

Name of transmitting station, condition of sky, direction and force of wind, 
visibility, condition of landing field or state of sea, general flying conditions 
and time of origin.

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WRONG “CAPTAIN MOLLY” NAMED 
BY NEWSPAPERS 

The daily press in articles relating to 
the removal of the remains of “Capt. 
Molly” Corbin of Revolutionary War fame, 
trom Higland Falls, N. Y., to the West 
Point Reservation, Mar. 16, 1926, were 
wrong in referring to the “Captain Molly” 





et Highland Falls as “Captain Molly” 
Pitcher. For the “Captain Molly,” whose 


remains now rest in the West Point Cem- 
“<i is “Captain Molly” (Margaret) Cor- 
y1n. 

Both Captain Mollys fought throughout 
the Revolutionary War; at first they 
simply accompanied their husbands in bat- 
tle. When the husband of each was killed 
(Molly Corbin’s at Ft. Washington, New 
York City; Molly Pitcher’s at Monmouth, 
N. J.) each of these girls stepped up and 
took command of the gun, firing as well 
as their husbands had done. 

After the war Molly Corbin went to 
live in Highland Falls, N.Y., where she 


died sometime during the period 1789- 
1800. She had been put en some sort of 


Government allowance, because old West 
Point Order Books show certain expendi- 
tures made in her favor. 

In this connection it might be of inter- 
est to know that Maj. Edward C. Boyn- 
ton, who was Adjutant of the Military 
Academy, 1861-1863, in his history “His- 
tory of West Point and the United States 
Military Academy,” as well as other his- 
torians, have evidently confused the 
“Captain Molly” of West Point with the 
famous “Molly Pitcher.” This is probably 
due to the fact that only within the past 
few months has the identity of this local 
“Captain Molly” and Margaret Corbin 
been established. Several years ago a mon- 
ument bearing the name of Margaret Cor- 
bin was erected at Ft. Washington (old 
It. Tyron) in New York City. At that 
tine she had not been identified with the 
“Captain Molly” of West Point and High- 
land Falls,

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ORMER OFFICERS SEEKING REAPPOINTMENT.—Quite a number of 

former officers of the Army are making efforts through the passage of special 
bills in Congress for their relief to be again placed on the active list of officers. 
Some of these former officers have resigned and found that civil life is not all 
they thought it would be, others have been placed on the retired list, and still 
others have been discharged because of the operations of the Elimination 
Boards, as well as the reduction in the number of officers several years ago. 


The War Department has gone into the subject quite thoroughly and has 
given the following reasons why it is not desirable to again bring these former 
officers into active duty, although many of them hold Reserve commissions at 
this time. 

“In the legislation enacted in 1922, Congress prescribed specifically the 
means by which a reduction was to be effected. In compliance therewith a 
board of general officers was convened to determine the number of officers to 
be recommissioned in a lower grade and to select from the entire Army the 
officers to be separated from the actice list in accomplishing the required 
reduction. 

“The board of general officers considered at great length the records of 
all officers. By reason of the amendatory legislation enacted on Sept. 14, 1922, 
the board reconsidered the records of all officers previously selected by it for 
elimination from the active list, carefully comparing the records of all officers, 
and weighing all the factors involving their relative effectiveness and usefulness. 

“After due deliberation, the board accomplished the reduction required by 
law, as a result of which some officers were placed on the retired list, some 
were recommissioned in a lower grade, and others were discharged with one 
year’s py. The authorized strength of the Army is still at the mark to which 
reduced in 1922. So long as this reduced strength is maintained former officers 
or any other special appointees are not needed and, in general, their reappoint- 
ment would be contrary to good public policy. 

“The present procurement program is based on Section 24e, act of June 4, 
1920, under the provisions of which suitable means are afforded for obtaining 
commissioned personnel through original appointments in the grade of second 
lieutenant from the following-named sources: (a) Graduates of the United 
States Military Academy; (b) successful candidates of the annual competitive 
examinations from the enlisted ranks and civil life. 

“This law fixes the minimum and maximum age limits at 21 and 30 years, 
respectively. 

“It is manifest that sound policy precludes the reversal by special legis- 
lation, for the benefit of individuals, of the findings of legally constituted boards, 
courts, or other administrative agencies. This bill is one of many that have 
been introduced in the Congress for the purpose of securing preferential treat- 
ment for an individual of a class, to the prejudice of all others of that class 
not so treated who may be equally or more deserving of like treatment. Enact- 
ment of this bill would contemplate a violation of that policy, without com- 
pensating advantage to the Government, but with benefit to the beneficiary as 
the outstanding feature thereof. 

“The passage of special legislation as carried in this bill is objectionable 
for reasons which affect the question of sound policy governing the appointment 
of officers in the Regular Army. As you are aware, in the formation of the 
single promotion list and the subsequent reduction of the commissioned per- 
sonnel of the Regular Army in accordance with law, the commissioned personnel 
of the Army has been arranged in grades as authorized. All grades above that 
of second lieutenant are being maintained at authorized strength. Officers now 
holding commissions as second lieutenants have a just promotion right attach- 
ing to their service, which requires that second lieutenants to be procured shall 
be placed at the bottom of the promotion list, and not on that list in such 
positions as to deprive present second lieutenants of the right. Furthermore, 
the beneficiary of this proposed legislation has long since passed the maximum 
age limit of 30 years fixed in existing law.” 

All in all the Secretary of War believes that special legislation is justified 
only in exceptional cases where the beneficiary’s attainments and qualifications 
are of such high standard that his appointment will be especially advantageous 
to the best interests of the Government; or in a case where a manifest injustice 
has been done the individual could not be remedied in any other way.

OAST GUARD COMMISSIONED PERSONNEL BILL.—A bill (H. R. 10973) 
introduced on Apr. 5 by Representative Hoch and now pending before 
the Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce will, if passed by Con- 
gress, radically readjust the present commissioned personnel of the Coast Guard. 
The outstanding features of the bill are: 


1. Provision for 340 regular commissioned officers in Coast Guard as follows: 
One commandant, 15 captains, 35 commanders, 71 lieutenant commanders, 66 lieu- 
tenants and 85 lieutenants (j.g.) and ensigns; one engineer-in-chief, 8 captains (engi- 
neering), 11 commanders (eng.), 28 lieutenant commanders (eng.), 5 constructors and 
14 district superintendents. 

2. Provision for transferring all engineer officers in the grades of lieutenant and 
below to the line on July 1, 1926. This includes all cadet engineers. 

3. The limitation of the number of temporary commissioned officers to 115 after 
July 1, 1926, and the limitation of appointment of temporary officers as regular 
officers to the grade of lieutenant and below. 

4. An increase in the number of cadets at the Coast Guard Academy by the 
Secretary of the Treasury to meet the needs of the Service. 

5. A limitation of promotion to the rank of lieutenant commander to officers who 
have had at least eight years’ commissioned service in the Coast Guard.‘ Promotion 
to the grade of lieutenant from lieutenant (j.g.) and to lieutenant _(j.g.) from ensign 
after Sept. 1, 1926, to be after two years’ regular service. After June 30, 1931, pro- 


motion from ensign to lieutenant (j.g.) to be after three years’ service. 

Other sections of the bill provide for the appointment of constructors with the 
pay and allowances of lieutenants; for the changing of the name of district super- 
intendent to district commander with pay and allowances of lieutenant; for the 
transfer of all temporary warrant officers of the Coast Guard to the regular Coast 
Guard on July 1, 1926, and for the training of Coast Guard personnel at naval training 
stations and schools. 
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ENATE PASSES DEPENDENTS BILL.—The bill (S. 2996) to validate pay- 
ments for commutation of quarters, heat, and light, and of rental allow. 
ances on account of dependents, was passed on Apr. 2 by the Senate. It was 
considered by a subcommittee of the House Military Affairs Committee on 
Apr. 7, and there is every likelihood it will be reported favorably to the House 
by that committee. This is a measure that validates certain payments made 
during a term of years which were made in perfect good faith and later de. 
clared to be invalid by the Comptroller General. The bill validates payments 
made in the past because it would work a tremendous hardship on many indi- 
viduals, but makes no change in the manner of future payments. 


ETIRED OFFICERS’ PAY BILL PASSED.—S. 1786 was passed by the 

Senate on Apr. 2. This is a bill to equalize the pay of retired officers of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
Public Health Service, who were retired prior to June 30, 1922. A similar bil] 
(H. R. 5840) is pending in the House, having been favorably reported by the 
House Military Committee. 


AVAL RESERVE OFFICERS’ BILL OPPOSED.—The Secretary of the 

Navy has advised the chairman of the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
that the bill (H. R. 9641) which would permit any former officer of the Naval 
Reserve to receive the retainer pay of his rank from the date of rank stated 
in his confirmed commission is in conflict with the financial program of the 
President and recommends against its enactment. 

In his communication the Secretary states, in part: 

The passage of the bill (H. R. 9641) might, unless modified, give such officers retainer pay 
during periods subsequent to the dates of their confirmation without the necessity of their hav- 
ing maintained efficiency. It would give them retainer pay in addition to active-duty pay while 
they were on active duty. * hy It will therefore be seen that the intent of the attached bill 
is to increase the pay of certain officers of the Navy by allowing credit as three-fourths time 
for all periods of inactive service under a reserve commission. This, in some cases, would 
amount to a long period of time to be credited in computing longevity pay. 

The first proviso in section 2 of bill H. R. 9641 would, with reference to certain officers, 
require a rearrangement of the lineal rank assigned under the provision in the act of June 
4, 1920, which provided that officers of the Reserve Force could be transferred to and appointed 
in the Regular Navy in the permanent grades or ranks for which found qualified not above 
that held by them on the date of transfer, and that they should take precedence among them- 
selves and with other officers of the naval service in accordance with such recommendation as 
might be made by a board of naval officers and approved by the Secretary of the Navy. This 
proposed legislation would occasion a rearrangement of the rank and precedence list of the 
Navy in the junior grades, and would have a very injurious effect on some officers. 

The estimated cost of section 1 of the bill (H. R. 9641) is $70,000. It is thought that about 
200 officers and former officers would be affected and that the average cost per officer would 
be $350. It is estimated that section 2 of this proposed bill would entail an additional cost 
to the Government of $10,620 in 1926, $21,390 in 1927, and $32,160 in 1928. Thereafter the 
increased cost, while the officers affected continue in their present rank, would be approximately 
$53,000 per annum. 


ESA TARGET RANGE SALE.—The War Department has approved the 

sale of the Mesa Target Range, now unsuitable for target purposes, 
located in Maricopa County, Ariz., in a report on H. R. 10052, introduced by 
Mr. Hayden, of that state. It is understood the National Guard of Arizona 
desires to use the money received from the sale of this range for the improve- 
ment of other ranges in the state. 


Congressional Notes 


Mate John Joseph Bresnahan, the only mate on the active list of the Navy, will 
become a boatswain if a bill (S. 3647) favorably reported by Senator Butler Apr. 3 
and urged by the Navy Department is passed by this Congress. The Naval Affairs 
Committee in urging the enactment of the legislation states that it feels the relief 
sought is a “matter of justice and equity.” 





The bill (H. R. 10275) in which the War Department is greatly interested be- 
cause it provides the authorization for the construction of permanent buildings at many 
military posts where this class of construction is urgently needed, was objected to 
in the House by Mr. Blanton, of Texas. 


S. 2597, authorizing the President to appoint and retire certain persons as first 
lieutenants in the Medical Corps, United States Army, was passed by the Senate on 
April 2. By an act passed in July, 1918, some 17 contract surgeons were permitted 
to be retired with the pay and allowances of first lieutenants. Through some over- 
sight they were not given the rank of first lieutenant on the retired list. This 
measure merely confers upon them the honor of being called first lieutenants. 


Among the private bills recently passed by the Senate were H. R. 1827, for the 
relief of Frank Rector, and H. R. 7348, for the relief of Joseph F. Becker. 


H. R. 8725, to establish the warrant grade of pay clerk and the commissioned 
warrant grades of chier marine gunner, chief quartermaster clerk, and chief pay 


clerk in the United States Marine Corps, was passed by the House Apr: 5 when 
brought up on the Unanimous Consent Calendar. 


S. 1144, authorizing the Secretary of War to acquire a tract of land for use as 
a landing field at the air intermediate depot near the city of Little Rock, in the State 
of Arkansas, was passed by the House on Apr. 5. The debate in the House brought 
out the fact that a tract of land will be purchased in the State of Arkansas for use 
as a landing field at the air intermediate depot, and that the proceeds of the sale of 
the Picron-acid plant will go toward the purchase of this acreage. 


The Committee on Military Affairs has reported a number of bills authorizing 
the creation of national military parks, among them being those for Pea Ridge, Ark.; 
Stone's River, Tenn.; Fredericksburgh, Spottsylvania and Wilderness battles in Vir- 
ginia, and the battle of Cowpens, S. C. The War Department believes that a national 
military park in the Fredericksburgh area, where the battles of Fredericksburg. 
Spottsylvania Court House, Salem Church and the Wilderness were fought, is very 
desirable because of the value to the military establishment of maneuvers on these 
battle fields. It is very likely that the committee will report a bill which will provide 
for a commission to inquire into the advisability of marking different battle fields, 
and just whta areas should be selected for marking. 


The House Military Affairs Committee reported favorably Apr. 7 the bill (S. 2655) 
authorizing the Secretary of War to fix all allowances for enlisted men of the Philip- 
pine Scouts and validating certain payments for travel pay, commutation of quarters, 
heat, light, ete. This bill passed the Senate Feb. 17 and is said to have a good chance 
of passing the House. 


Senator Robinson has introduced a bill (S. 3874) which would authorize an 
appropriation of not more than $1,446,000 from the Post Construction Fund for neW 
construction at Ft. Benjamin Harrison.

S. 96, to amend the national defense act approved June 3, 1916, as amended by 
the act of June 4, 1920, relating to retirement. 

S. 3283, to provide for the appointment of Army field clerks and field clerks, 
Quartermaster Corps, as warrant officers, United States Army. 

S. 3284, to amend a portion of section 15 of an act entitled “An act for making 
further and more effectual provision for the national defense, and for other purposes,” 
approved June 3, 1916, and amended by the act of June 4, 1920. 

S. 3786, to enable members of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps who have 
interrupted the course of training prescribed in the act of June 4, 1920, to resume 
such training and amending accordingly section 47c of that act. 


Senator Shortridge on Apr. 5, reported a bill (S. 3480), for the relief of former 
officers of the Naval and Marine Corps Reserve who were erroneously released from 
active duty and disenrolled away from home. 
place the payment of the mileage on the General Accounting Office and limits its 
benefits to those who performed the travel within one year and were disenrolled prior 


to July 1, 1922.

woman who wants to invest in securities where safety of principal and income 


is the main consideration should buy anything but bonds? 


The question js 


prompted, of course, by the feeling that the return afforded by first-grade bonds 
is not large enough to be very attractive, and that a higher return might be 
possible without undue risk. 

A simple “yes” or “no” will not suffice in answer. The fact that a security 


is classified as a bond does not necessarily assure that it is of higher investment 
grade than a preferred stock. Each and every investment security must stand 


on its own merits, and it 


is not infrequently found that certain preferred stocks 


are entitled to a higher investment rating than certain bonds.

estate make investments, for example, the proposed investment is given the

and it is not uncommon to buy without any investigation at all. 


Naturally, it is not usually possible for the individual to conduct such an 
investigation as that carried forward by a large investing institution, such as
